Donholma  Council  SGhd*ol  and  Keelham  Sehool  have  both  been  visited 
several  times,  and  one  course  of  Diphtheria  Immunimt len  has  bean 
carried  out  for  tho  benefit  of  the  seholars;  about  of  tho 
scholars  at  these  t'w'o  soheols  ho.ve  availed  themselves  of  this 
safeguard,  while  a large  number  of  ohlldren  under  S years  of  age 
have  boon  immunijsed  at  tho  Child  Welfare  Ollnle  and  also  by  the 
1.0  oal  Doctors.

Tlio  Epidomic  of  I'Wiooplng  Cough  was  prolonged,  many  of  tho 
cases  being  severe;  too  little  attention  was  paid  to  tho  prevention 
of  the  spread  of  infec.tion  of  this  serious,  distressing,  prolonged 
childrons'  complaint  and  parents  aro  urgod  to  oxorcisc.  more  discretion 
in  any  future  opidomio,  and  to  see  that  isolation  of  tho  affected  child 
is  carried  out. 

Scarlet  Fever  oases  wore  mild  and  derived  from  cases  in  tho 
surrounding  Districts 


The  freedom  from  pulmonary  tuborculosis  continues  to  bo  a 
satisfactory  feature  of  tho  community’s  health. 

Cases  of  minor  ailments  and  of  Nervous  Diseases  as  a result- 
of  the  long  period  of  strain  during  tha  war  years  have  boon  on  tho 
incroase  for  some  time  past. 

No  oases  of  Opthalraia  Neonatorum  have  boon  notified.
